ORDER APPROVING REQ UEST FOR A STIPULATE D LICE SE 

CCHM Metro Center, LLC, t/a The Marriott at Metro Center (Applicant), Applicant for a 
New Retailer 's Class B License , now comes before the Board fora Stipulated License in 
accordance wit h 23 D.C. Municipal Regulation s (DCMR) § 200. 

Pursuant to 23 DCMR § 200, an applicant for a Manufa cturer's license, Wholesaler's 
license or Reta iler's license may request a stipu lated license if the request is accompanied by 
written correspondence from an ANC Offic er where the establishment is located , stating that the 



ANC has voted with a quorum present to either support or not to object to the issuance of a 
stipulated license pending completion of the 45-day protest period. 

On November 10, 2020, the ANC 2C voted at a properly noticed meeting to support the 
Applicant's request for a Stipulated License. 

Thus, the Board , in its discretion, finds that the App licant has met the requirements and 
does approve the request for a Stipulated License under the following cond itions: 

(1) The applicant must stop serving or selling alcoholic beverages under the 
stipulated license if a valid protest is filed against the applicant during the 45-day 
protest period. 

(2) The applicant must pay the fee for a stipulated license in the amount of $100. 

ORDER 

The Board does hereby, this 19th day of November 2020, APPROVES the Request for a 
Stipulated License.

614, 82 Stat. 1209, D.C. Official Code §2-5 10 (200 1), and Rule 15 of the Di strict of Co lum bia 
Court of Appeals, any party adverse ly affected has the right to appeal this Order by fil ing a petition 
for review , within thi 1 ty (30) days of the date of service of this Order , with the District of 
Co lumb ia Cou It of Appeals, 430 E Street, N. W., Washington, D.C. 20001 ; (202/879- I 010). 
However, the timely fi ling of a Mot ion for Recon sidera tion pursuant to 23 DCMR 
§ 17 19.1 (200 8) stays the time for filin g a pet ition for review in the D istrict of Co lumbia Co urt of 
Appeal s until the Board ru les on the mot ion. See D.C. App. Rule l 5(b) (2004). 
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
